PROCEEDINGS  UNDER  THE  PACKERS  AND  STOCKYARDS  ACT, 
NOVEMBER,  1932 

Docket  No.  4.O4. — In  re  Wm.  J.  Murphv,  trading  and  doing  business  as  Murphy 
Bros.,  market  agency  and  dealer,  Chicago,  111.  On  October  28,  1932,  the  Acting 
Secretary  of  Agriculture  issued  an  inquiry,  alleging  that  respondent  had  violated 
Title  III  of  the  packers  and  stockyards  act,  in  that  he  had  failed,  neglected,  and 
refused  to  execute  and  maintain  a  reasonable  bond  to  suitable  trustees  to  secure 
the  performance  of  his  obligations  incurred  as  a  market  agency  and  dealer.  Under 
date  of  November  3,  1932,  respondent  acknowledged  service  of  the  order  of  in- 
quiry, admitted  the  truth  of  the  matters  and  things  therein  alleged,  and  waived  a 
hearing  thereon.  Respondent  filed  a  statement  on  November  11,  1932,  showing 
that  he  is  cleared  by  Frank  Keys  (Inc.),  in  lieu  of  a  surety  bond  to  take  care  of 
his  obligations.  On  November  26,  1932,  respondent  was  ordered  to  cease  and 
desist  from  doing  business  as  a  market  agency  and  dealer  without  executing  and 
maintaining  a  reasonable  bond  to  suitable  trustees  to  secure  the  performance  of 
his  obligations,  or  without  submitting  some  other  form  of  indemnity  which  will 
afford  substantially  equivalent  protection. 


RESULTS  OF  PROSECUTIONS  FOR  VIOLATIONS  OF  LAWS 

Penalties  and  fines  have  been  imposed  in  prosecutions  for  violations  of  regula- 
tory laws,  as  reported  to  the  bureau,  as  follows: 

Twenty-eight  Hour  Law 

Erie  Railroad  Co.  (nine  cases),  $900  penalties. 

Livestock  Quarantine  Law 

Frank  Morgan,  Lauderdale,  Miss.,  interstate  movement  of  cattle  from  Mis- 
sissippi to  Alabama,  without  tuberculin  test  (two  cases),  $100  fine. 


BILLS   OF  LADING 

When  a  shipment  is  made  at  Government  expense,  follow  the  instructions  on 
the  back  of  the  bill  of  lading.     These  instructions  are  briefly: 
After  filling  in  description  and  weight  of  shipment — 

(1)  Sign  the  shipping  order  and  leave  it  with  the  agent  of  the  initial  carrier, 

(2)  Secure  the  signature  of  agent  of  initial  carrier  to  the  original  and  memo- 
randum copies. 

(3)  Forward  the  original  to  the  consignee. 

(4)  Forward  the  memorandum  copy  to  Bureau  Animal  Industry,  Washington, 
D.  C.  Do  not  prepay  charges,  as  the  bill  of  lading  constitutes  an  order  on  the 
Government  for  them.
